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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


February 28, 1982 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 


February receipts brought some welcome news after months of dismal revenue 
collections. Receipts for February totaled $221.8 million, up 15 percent from the 
same period a year ago. Total receipts for the fiscal year to date are $1.21 billion. 

February sales tax receipts were $88.9 million, 6.3 percent above receipts during 
February a year ago. But motor vehicle sales tax dropped to $1.8 million during 
February, down almost 15 percent from the same period a year ago. 

Categories that could be termed bullish during February include individual and 
corporate income tax, which rose 16.2 and 30 percent respectively. 

The healthy outlook the increased receipts reflect may, however, be over- 
shadowed by other factors. 

For example, the state’s stepped-up efforts to collect delinquent taxes cloud a clear 
comparison to last February. Also, recent changes in the frequency of tax payments 
by some businesses could have an effect on the total. 

Regardless of the source of February’s general revenue gains, one thing is clear: to 
meet the administration’s current revenue projection for the year, receipts for the 
final four months must sustain February’s good showing. Receipts for the rest of the 
year must average 13.1 percent above collections for March through June, 1981. 

Unless these figures are realized, further cuts will have to come from present pro- 
grams.
